(neat  grandfather  Michael  C'.arliiig-,  who,  when  a  youth, 
in  the  year  .if  }''ii:>5,  lied  from  his  mother  country,  as  a 
result  of  heiii!^-  poor,  and  opi)ressed  by  a  tyrant  in  his 
native  land.  Took  the  stormy  sea  and  the  December 
blast;  the  desolate  New  England  coast,  and  the  war- 
whoop  of  savages. 

To  show  forth  the  prowess  of  the  Pilgrim  fathers, 
When  amid  the  stormy  sea  he  sang 

And  the  stars  heard,  and  the  sea 
And  the  sounding  isles  of  the  dim  wood 
Rang  to  the  anthems  of  the  free. 

There  is  no  record  of  where  or  when  Great-grand- 
father Michael  Garling  was  born,  but  the  near  kin  take 
it  for  granted  that  he  was  born  somewhere  in  Germany; 
at  least  he  emigrated  from  Germany  and  was  of  German 
descent.     .-\;:  1  there  is  no  record  of  his  marriage,  or  i:o

whom  married,  but  he  had  a  family  of  four  children,  two 
sons  and  two  daughters. 

There  is  but  one  of  Great-grandfather  Alichael  Garl- 
ing's  children  recognized  in  this  history  and  that  is  his 
son,  whom  we  designate  as  Grandfather  John  Garling, 
and  who  is  the  subject  of  this  historical  sketch. 

After  a  long  and  tedious  voyage  across  the  briny  deep, 
as  it  were,  our  first  ancestor,  about  whom  there  is  any- 
thing known,  landed  on  the  New  England  coast;  from 
thence  he  rambled  through  tlie  vast  wilderness,  in  search 
of  a  home. 

h^inally.  he  found  a  settlement  of  a  few  Pilgrim  families 
in  Schuylkill  county,  J'enusylvania,  surrounded  with  wild 
beasts  and  the  war-whooj)  of  sa\ages.  There  he  struggled 
anil  luiknl  fttr  a  li\ing.  In  tlie  course  of  time  he  purchased 
a  small  farm,  and  by  farming  and  coopering,  which  he 
was  by  trade,  made  for  himself  and  family  a  comfortable 
living. 

After  toiling  beyond  man's  allotted  time,  he  departed 
this  life  at  the  age  of  88  years,  8  months  and  8  days. 
As  he  was  a  German,  a  German  epitaph  will  be  appro- 
priate : 

Ruhe  sanft  in  deinem  grabe, 
Bis   dich   einstens  Jesses   ruft. 
Peacefuly  rest  within  thy  grave, 
Till  Jesus  calls  for  thee.

When  1  began  this  history,  I  must  confess  that  I  little 
dreamed  of  the  vastness  of  the  work  which  I  had  under- 
taken, and  1  did  not  accomplish  what  I  had  expected 
or  desired,  and  no  doubt  wliat  tlie  near  kin  had  expected 
me  to  accomplish. 

When  1  started  this  history  in  1903,  1  found  the  gene- 
alogy of  this  family  ended  a  little  way  back  in  the  woods, 
as  far  as  the  author  and  the  near  kin  knew,  and  it  re- 
minds one  of  Mark  Twain's  experience  with  a  Georgia 
road:  "When  you  travel  a  turnpike  a  little  way,  you 
will  come  to  a  cow  path.  Travel  that.  You  will  be  led 
to  a  squirrel  path,  and  that  soon  leads  up  a  tree." 
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So  when  1  beL;.'in  this  histcry,  1  was  socm  led  up  a  tree, 
antl  felt  like  censuring'  our  f(»rc-i)areiUs  for  liciiiL:'  negli- 
gent in  not  better  earing-  {or  onr  gcnealngy.  iUit  every- 
one took  it  for  granted  that  our  aneestCTs  came  from 
somewhere,  at  some  time,  a!id  in  si  imc  way.  tliat  mel- 
lowed inti)  the  mythical,  until  cme  almost  believed  that 
some  old  soaring  stork  had  dri'.nped  the  original  ^larling. 

I'ut  when  we  consider  the  surroundings  oi  tnir  tore- 
parevit.-^ ;  the  disacK'antai'cs ;  the  vast,  unseltled  wilder- 
ness, where  schools,  churches,  p-apers  and  even  liooks 
were  scarcely  known:  when  neig!d)ors  di^covered  each 
olher;  w  hrrc  time  was  needed,  lo  clear  the  iinmen>e  forest 
and  battle  for  bread;  when  fa.milies  became  lirolcen  ami 
scattci'ed  in  their  ea;.  ernes>  to  build  the  new  nation  and 
gather  land  for  generation.s  to  Cfune — in  view  of  these 
facts,  we  give  cretlit  to  our  wt.rlhy  ancestors,  who  hewed 
the  dark-  old  woods  away  and  ga\e  tlie  \irgin  fields  we 
enjoy  toilay.  In  spite  of  all  thi<,  our  genealog\'  was  noi 
com]detely   lost. 

l>ear  relatives;  (li\-e  the  res]H'Ct  and  honor  tlue  your 
most  worth)-  ancestors.  \',h.o  had  tt)  face  the  \ast  forest 
and  endure  the  jirivations  of  pioneer  life,— five  of  whom 
survive  at  this  writing,  t(>tter\-  a.nd  stricken  with  age, 
all  of  whom  settletl  in  the  northwestern  foiest  in  early 
(lu3'S,  where  we  had  for  neighbors,  bears,  wohes  and 
deer. 
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1  will  relate  a  few  insl;inces  wliicli  dcciiried  in  Allen 
county  when  (after  1  was  married  and  settled  in  the 
vvochIs  in  early  days,  and  the  l^dian^  had  been  reniuved), 
the  ])ernianent  orLianizatii  ni  ,if  th;it  cnunly   was  effected.

On  Jnne  6,  1831,  the  commissioners  made  the  first  levy 
of  taxes,  which  was  eight  mills  on  the  dollar,  for  county 
purposes. 
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Oil  AiiL;ust  ".^7,  1S-')1,  the  contract  for  buildin;^'  a  court 
house  for  Allen  county  was  awarded  to  Joseph  Crawford, 
for  one  lunulred  and  seventy-live  dollars.  Ijond  was  tak- 
en  for  the  due   execution  of  the  contract. 


At  the  July  session  of  IS;];],  the  contract  for  buildin:;-  a 
jail  was  sold  to  the  lowest  Ijidder,  at  public  outer}-,  and 
the  building;-  of  the  same  awarded  to  Daniel  Tracy,  for 
one  hundred  and  seventy-nine  dollars. 

\\'e  are  now  boa>tini;-  of  the  yreat  inipro\-enienls  we 
have  made  over  those  of  se\eni}'-se\en  years  ai;o;  l)ut 
we  will  lia\-e  to  ;idniit  tliat  the  cracksman  of  ihc  present 
day  has  k'ei)t  fully  abreast  of  im])ru\'ement's  march,  and 
one  of  them,  nowadays,  con  lined  in  sucli  a  buildim;,  es- 
pecially if  he  had  jjals  C)n  the  outside,  wotdd  not  likely 
stay  more  than  twenty  minutes. 
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I  will  relate  a  story  of  one  of  Shawnee  townsliip's  early 
settlers,  Isaac  MeClrady,  wlio  came  here  in  the  early 
thirlies.  lie  had  l)een  c;uilc  a  hunter  and  was  a  prime 
slorx'  teller.  'i1ie  Itows  .q'athcreil  aroini  1  him  (  iie  (la\-  and 
asked  him  for  the  \er)'  hest  hunlin;.,';  story.  ""Wil!,"  he 
be;^ran,  "it  was  <^ne  fall  in  the  early  thirlies,  that  Uncle 
]>en  and  J  arra.ni;e(l  for  a  two  days'  Inniiin^'  trip.  W'c 
stao'teil  \-erv  early  in  the  nu>rnin;/,,  carr\-inL;-  i.n.i"  L;riil)  and 
liunlinL;"  ontlit  with  us.  .MonL';  al)iint  two  u'ccclc  in  the 
afterniKin,  we  g'ot  to  the  Anylai/.e  river,  at  a  jioin.t  where 
we  Knew  we  would  tind  a  cannc  in  which  to  crixs.  \\'e 
|il, !crd  oui  rilh's,  shoi  punches  .old  p^'wdci'  licirns  in  the 
imal,  ;h>1  in  oursclxes  and  pmcccdcd  tn  ;-cull  across,  J, 
nuself,  nsiiiL;-  the  paddles.  The  water  was  ale  ait  six  feet 
deep  and  very  clear,  as  there  liad  been  no  rain  ti)  muddy 
it.  W'lien  near  the  centei"  nf  the  ri\er.  Uncle  Hen,  in 
foolinj;-  a.round,  kmocked  hotli  our  i)i)wder  hoiais  oxer- 
hoard  and  they  sank  to  the  hotlnm  of  the  ri\er.  J  stop- 
ped the  l)oat,  when  he  declared  he  could  di\'e  chiwn  and 
54-et  them.  So,  after  stripinn^;'  off  his  clothes,  over  he 
went  and  down  intit  tlie  water  o\  er  his  head,  lie  was 
g'one  a  s^dod  while  and  I  he.';an  to  be  \er\-  nneas}'.  h^in- 
ally,  1  looked  down  into  the  water  at  hhn.  XDw,  boys, 
wdiat  do  you  think  he  \vas  doini;?  Von  may  nut  ])elieve 
me,  but  that  old  cuss  was  actually  sitting  di'wn  there  ^'n 
the  bottom  of  the  river,  ])ouring-  the  powder  uut  of  my 
horn  into  hi<."

All  ilic  liml;cr  cxcc'iu  llial  which 
wa.-.  uscil  in  ici.ud-  was  (Kxnncil  ["  ])v  ])ilc(l  up  in  lu_n- 
hea;)s  and  l)urnc(h  In  clcavin-  ihc  linil)er  ironi  ilie 
i^Tiniiul.  tlic  l)rusli  was  out  from  the  irnnks  nf  the  trees 
felled  and  pded  iii  hea])s,  and  \\hen  di'\-  enMvit;h,  l)urned. 
W'heii  the  h>i;s  were  cut  to  the  proper  leiv^tli  for  liand- 
Ini'j',  an  in\dtati(in  was  extended  to  the  neiL;hl)(>rs  to  conie 
anil  lielp  roll  tlie  1(»l;"s  and  our  v.ood  (ild  motliers  came, 
too,  to  hel]*  s^'et  the  dinner.  In  those  early  days,  there 
were  no  la^\L;ards  and,  to  use  the  common  ex])ression, 
nun  wouhl  lit't  until  "the\'  saw  stars." 

At  the  noon  hour  (the  time  in  those  da\s  was  con- 
trolled hy  the  sun  and  not  In'  railroad  ]jresiilents ),  you 
Could  hear  the  blast  of  the  tin  horn,  at  wdiich  e\ery  hand- 
s])il-:e  tlro])ped.  And  the  dinner — well,  the  hill  of  fare 
was  not  written  in  hVench  and  the  tal)le  on  wdnch  it  was 
placed  was  not  of  the  extension  variet}',  but  it  was  com- 
posed of  l;c)0(1,  health}',  strong-  food,  which  stuck  to  the 
ribs — we  could  always  dej)enil  on  our  pioneer  ancestor 
mothers  for  somethiiiL;'  i^ood  on  such  t)Ccasions. 

Idle  cocjking-  was  done  at  the  open  fireplace,  and  bread 
was  ])aked  in  a  Dutch  oven,  an  implement  that  resembes 
a  low,  iron  pot,  oidy  much  larger  around  and  covered 
with  a  heavy  ir(jn  lid.  After  the  dough  or  corn  batter 
was  placed  in  this  oven,  a  pile  of  live  coals  was  raked 
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out  i)]]  il'.e  henrili  and  into  lliis  llie  i  \-imi  \v;!~.  i;Iac-v;l;  the 
]i(!  \';r;  tlici  put  ov.  and  ci  i\'..r<.-'l  wiili  rciht'i  (.-oals  and 
the  l)rva  1  was  si^un  leaked.  !'«-!al'ies  i\:asL','  1  in  li.'i  a^hcs 
were  delu'iniis.

They  had  no  musical  instruments,  but  there  were  many 
who  could  sing  a  song  and  could  sing  it  well.     Often,  in

ish."     .Ml  hail  to  the  memorN-  of  our  ]uoneer  ancestors!

GOD'S  ATTITUDE  TOWARD  THE  T]>JUSTS. 


A  trust  is  a  combination  of  vast  snnis  of  money  and 
large  nunil)ers  of  men  for  the  contlnctin^-  of  business  on 
so  larL;e  a  scale  that  the}'  may  be  alile  to  buy  out  or 
crush  out  all  competition  in  their  line  of  business  and 
have  complete  control  of  the  article  or  commodity  in 
which  they  deal.  By  this  means,  the  trusts  will  amass 
millions  of  money  as  a  result  of  their  exorbitant  profits. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  trusts  to  monopolize  some 
necessaries  of  life.  There  are  luxuries  which  the  rich 
may  enjoy,  but  the  masses  of  the  people  may  get  on 
comfortably  without.  But  there  are  necessaries  which 
all  men  must  have,  such  as  bread,  meat,  fuel,  light,  lum- 
ber, clothing,  iron,  steel,  tools  and  implements  and  other 
things  that  we  must  have  in  order  to  have  life  and  civili- 
zation. It  is  the  purpose  of  the  trusts  to  corner  and 
control  all  of  these  necessaries  that  they  can  force  the 
people  to  i)ay  them  an  exorbitant  tax  for  the  privilege 
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of  Hvinij  at  all.  Hence  the  Standard  Oil  trust,  the  steel 
trust,  lumber  trust,  the  beef  trust  and  many  others  that 
might  be  mentioned.  And  so  it  has  come  to  pass  that 
there  is  scarcely  any  article  of  clotliing  we  wear,  or  an 
item  of  food  we  eat,  that  is  not  under  the  inlluence  and 
control  of  some  great  money  greedy  combine — especially 
is  this  true  of  the  vast  city  populations. 

Jt  will  be  important  for  the  reader  to  remendjer  that 
vast  fortunes  wdiich  are  being  made  by  the  products  of 
the  farm,  the  mines,  the  forests,  the  factories  and  the  sea 
do  not  g^o  into  the  pockets  of  the  laborers  who  produce 
them,  but  iulo  ihe  curlers  nl  the  niilli(,niaii'cs  \vhii  form 
the  liiisls. 

\Vc  would  als(-)  call  aitculion  to  ihc  fad  that  tlie  great 
steamship  and  railroad  com])anies,  \vith  the  telegraph, 
teli'phnne  and  exjiress  comi)anies,  are  also  formed  into 
combines,  which  force  the  i)cii[)le  to  ])ay  exorbitant  prices 
or  do  without. 

The  uninftjrmed  reader  will  at  once  ask  why  the  people 
submit  to  such  injustice.  A\'hy  do  they  ndt  rise  up  and 
destroy  the  trusts?  To  wdiich  [  answer,  that  the  trusts 
have  hedged  themselves  about  with  a  ])owerful  political 
party  and  have  in  their  employment  a  great  army  of 
agents,  lawyers  and  politicians.  The  trusts  manipulate 
conventions  and  primaries,  select  candidates  and  secure 
their    elections,   and   place    their   hired    servants    in    the 
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various  councils  of  the  nation,  from  the  city  councils  to 
the  United  States  senate.  ^Yitll  their  vast  sums  of  ill- 
gotten  gain  they  lobby  legislatures,  influence  courts  and 
manage  legislation  in  the  capitol  of  the  nation.  They 
intlucnce  colleges,  erect  church  towers  and  salve  the 
conscience  and  shut  the  moullis  of  many  ministers  of 
the  gospel. 

Again  the  uninformed  reader  wil  ask  why  the  people 
buy  from  the  trusts,  paying  exorbitant  prices  for  the 
necessaries  of  life,  to  uhioh  1  answer,  for  the  simi)le 
reason  that  the  great  political  ])arty  is  at  the  same  time 
the  father  and  servant  of  the  trusts. 

It  is  siariling  to  think  lliat  the  head  of  one  great,  law- 
less, greedy  trust,  six  years  ago,  gave  at  one  time  one- 
quarter  of  a  million  of  dollars  for  the  election  of  our  chief 
magistrate.

Ihit  you  see  in 
the  matter  of  hi^h  |H)litieal  ])referment,  vou  see  in  every 
communit\'  in  the  strn;4'_;le  for  what  is  called  social  posi- 
tion, a  life  of  wiirldliness.  a  life  (if  indnh^enee,  a  life  de- 
voted to  the  world,  the  flesh  and  the  devil  is  a  failure,  a 
dead  failure!  I  care  not  how  many  presents  yon  send 
to  the  crcadlc,  or  how  manv  i-arlands  vou  In-inf^  to  the 
p^rave,  you  are  a  failure,  a  dead  fa.ilure.  and  such  a  life 


is  not  worth  living". 
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KEEPING  PROMISES. 


Meeting  one's  obligations  is  after  all  the  best  test  of 
a  man's  intrinsic  worth.  And  the  tallowing  of  this  prac- 
tice by  an}'one  will  earn  him  the  confidence  of  the  com- 
munity in  which  he  lives,  perhaps  quicker  than  any 
other  litie  of  conduct.

And  in  the  business  world  the  regard  in  which  he  is 
held  is  based  l;M\L'el\-  on  how  well  he  keeps  his  word. 

The  v/orld  is  alive  with  men  who  CLudd  learn  a  lesson 
from  one  wdio  has  kept  his  promise.  Idiey  never  rise 
above  the  slavery  c)f  daily  work  for  barely  living  wages, 
and  are  often  seeking  new  employment.  In  a  great 
m.ajority  of  cases  it  wdll  be  found  that  these  men  belong 
to  the  class  who  make  debts,  without  giving  much 
thought  to  the  day  of  accounting.  As  a  result,  they  find 
themselves  in  the  clutch  of  debt  much  of  the  time  and 
nothing,  perhaps,  so  chokes  ambition  as  the  collar  of  in- 
debtedness ;  nothing  sets  it  so  free  to  soar  as  the  feeling 
that  one  is  square  with  the  world.  If  they  would  rise, 
they  must  first  form  the  habit  of  living  within  their  in- 
come and  using  that  income  to  liquidate  just  indebted- 
ness, incurring  no  obligations  they  cannot  meet.
